Bit Humphry Davy was so much In- 
terested in electricity that be made 
many experiments which have become 
historical in their utility. His brilliant 
discoveries so excited him that he could 
with difficulty leave them for needed 
repose. He would have killed himself 
by his constant experiments and steady 
application to *ha science had he not 
become prostrated and bis life endan- 
gered thereby. His remarkable experi- 
ments, brilliant and triumphant, are yet 
to be outdone by more modern philoso- 
phers. Sir Humphry Davy's great bat- 
tery, -composed of 3,000 cells, became 
world \vide and historically honored. It 
was the origin of the first flashes of what 
is now termed the electric arc. That 
was eighty years ago, and note the grand 
discovenes since then: 


The idea of two pieces of charcoal, one 


about an inch long and one less than a 
sixteenth part of an inch in diameter, 
being brought near to each other, till 
they produce a bright spark, for so they 
did. 
One part of the coal was imme- 


diately ignited to a whiteness, and by 
removing them apart Davy found a con- 
stant discharge of electricity took place 
sufficiently strong to heat the air in a 
given space three times their size. He 
caught the idea in a moment and studied 
out the mystery which the two pieces of 
coal had produced, a grand scheme 
&nd discovery. He saw .the most bril- 
liant ascending light, like a glowing 
arch, broad and perfectly conical in the 
middle. 


The philosopher experimented to his 


heart's content, each day bringing forth 
new discoveries, and there is now no 
higher scientific name known to men or 
more honored for his great works and 
discoveries than Davy, who, like Frank- 
lin, lived in his scientific experiments 
and for humanity. 


He, too, saw glorious discoveries to be 


made, and hoped to live to witness the 
result of many of his own discoveries.— 
New York Telegram.

groups as presented in the several certi- 
ficates of nomination, and the names of 
the candidates fur President and Vice 
President shall precede the proper groups 
of Presidential Electors; the political 
designation of each candidate shall be 
printed opposite his name. " 


The State Convention of Silver Leagues 


which assembled in Reno, June 24th, 
Dominated three candidates for Presdent- 
ial Electors, namely, Bon. Thomas Wren 
of Eureka, Hon. M. 8. Bonnifleld of 
Bumboldt and General O. G. Powning of 
Washoe. The platform adopted by the 
convention says: 


"We pledge the nominees of this con- 


vention for Presidential Electors, to sup- 
port oo man for President or Vice Presi- 
dent of the United States who is not 
unqualifiedly in favor of free coinage as 
defined by this convention. We reserve 
to the Silver Leagues of Nevada, In State 
Convention assembled, the right of di 
reeling said Presidential 
Electors for 


•whom to cast their votes should contin- 
gency require." 


It is urged that only the Silver Leagues 


have authority to name the candidates 
for President and Vice President under 
•which the group of electors shall be 
placed on the ticket as required by law, 
and

invites all the Silver Leagues of the 
State to meet in convention at Winne- 
tnucca on the 15th instant and indorse 
Weaver for President and Field for Vice 
President of (he United States.

A Little More About Cholera. 


WASHINGTON, September 3 —Assistant 


Secretary Spauldmg said there waa no oc- 
casion for any friction in the administra- 
tion ol quarantine regulations, and he did 
not think any existed. 
Dr, Jenkins has 


been very busy and baa not had time to 
read tha proclamation carefully. 
He is 


satisfied that things wonld properly adjust 
themselves. 
A dispatch from Counsel 


General Edwards at Berlin, received at the 
State Department to-day, said that cholera 
was officially declared to exist in forty 
places in the north of Germany. The City 
of Hamburg shows an increase in the num- 
ber ot oases and a decrease in the death 
rates. 


N*w YOBX, September 3.—Nothing can 


now save the metropolis from the great 
plague but absolute compliance on the part 
of every member of the community with 
the Instructions of the Board of Health 
and the quarantine authorities. 
The dan- 


ger is real; It cannot be overestimated. 
Newly infected steamships arrived in har- 
bor to-duy with awful stories of death and 
suffering. 
They were the Kcgie and Nor- 


tnaaia, both from Hamburg. The Bugie 
buried five steerage passengers at sea and 
had five living cholera patients stilt on 
board when she cast anchor. 
The Nor- 


mania buried four stecrago passengers and 
one cabin passenger. 
She had four pa- 


tients still alive, one being a member of 
the crew. It is claimed that the cabin pas- 
senger who died on the Nor mania was suf- 
fering from diabetes only. 
The convales- 


cent cases are considered very serious, and 
more deaths are likely to coour. 


The first death on board the Knrmaaia 


occurred August 29tb. 
Carl Hegert, a 


second-class passenger, bad been taken 
down with a disease which the ship's phy- 
sician diagnosed as cholerine. A similar 
case waa discovered about the same time in 
the steerage. 
Cholera symptoms de- 


veloped rapidly in both oases. 
When the 


two died the authorities of the ship recog- 
nized the serious condition of affairs, and 
at once took all possible precautions to 
prevent the disease from spreading among 
the other passengers on board the vessel. 
Notwithstanding their efforts, several other 
illnesses of a like nature were soon discov- 
ered. The surgeon oareful'y isolated all 
patients. 
There was great alarm among 


the passengers when they learned that the 
dreaded duease had appeared on board the 
•vessel. 
Some ignorant passengers were 


completely panic stricken. ~ In spite of all 
the precautions taken -by the ship's offi- 
cers, more oases- soon developed 
Five 


more were taken ill in the steerage, four 
being children. 
Cholera symptoms devel- 


oped rapidly in each case, and another 
death occurred in the steerage on the fol- 
lowing day. 


The Bngie, the other peat ship of the 


Hamburg 
American 
Packet Company, 


which arrived in port to-day with cholerine, 
left Hamburg, August 21st. 
The first 


death occurred a week after leaving port. 
Two other passengers were taken ill About 
the same time. 
The commander of the 


Ragle and the surgeon did everything to 
prevent the rpread of the disease, but the 
ignorance and recklessness of the steerage 
passengers made the efforts of no avail. 
Other oases of a similar kind soon ap- 
peared, and seven more passengers were 
taken down with the disease. Five were 
s-ill in the hospital when the Bugie was 
sighted off Fire Island this morning when 
Jenkins admitted the reports. 


It waa 11 o'clock at quarantine when Dr. 


Jenkins made his report*. 
He said; 


"Gentlemen, according to my report, there 
ware nine oases of cholera on the Bngia, 
(our 
deaths and flva convalescents. On 


the Normania there were five, deaths and 
are now four convalescent*. On the Mora- 
via there is on« additional case to-day, an 
8-year old boy. 
All the dead were buried 


at sea. 
All convalescent eases we serious, 


uad further deaths arp expected to-day. 
These people are isolated in the ships' hoar 
petals. All three ships will be held indefi- 
nitely. " 


Dr. Jenkins has iuaed the strictest kind 


of orders, and under no ehonmstanoM will 
he allow any one to approach the vessels 
quarantined.
